DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on 3/10/08 has been entered. 
Claim 7 is canceled. 

Claims 1- 6 are pending in the application. 

In response to applicant's submission of amendment specification, filed on 
3/10/08. 

Response to Argument 

2. Applicant's arguments, filed 3/10/08, with respect to claims 1-7 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-7 has been withdrawn. 

Applicant's arguments (see page 6, of the remarks filed on 3/10/08) respect to the 
rejection of claims 1-7 under 102 (e) rejections have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn and claims 1-6 are allowed. 

Reasons For Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1- 6 are allowed. 

Applicant's arguments, (see page 7, lines 21- 26 of the remarks filed on 3/10/08. 
The prior art of record Dor et al., (US. 6,744,266 B2) discloses a method or associated 
apparatus for performing defect analysis in a semiconductor wafer processing 
system and to a database that stores images and other information relating to 
defects on semiconductor wafers. Dor fails to teach "generating the new defect

through subtraction of a defect position recorded by the wafer defect raw data of a 
prior wafer inspection station from the wafer defect raw data corresponding to a 
given wafer inspection station. Therefore Dor et al. fail to teach an efficient way of 
finding a new defect ", as commonly included in independent claim 1 , the prior art of 
record fails to teach either singularly or in combination, fails to anticipate or render 
the above limitations obvious.
